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Madrid, April 16. 
HE Order which the Marquefs de Cha- 
teauneuf, lately Ambaffador of France 
at Lisbon, brought laft Week for the 
Princefs Utfini to depart this Place 
in 24 hours, much furpriz’d the whole 
Court. The Princéfs obey’d, and next day went 
to Alcala, where the will ftay 8 days to order 
her Affairs, and then fet forward on her Journey to 
Rome. The Queen her felf has expre{s’d fome Con- 
cern at her Difgrace, having a great Love for her. 
Some days ago the Council of State was affembled 
from 3 in the Afternoon till 11 at Night. They had 
under Confideration the Cafe of Don Manuel de 
Sylva, General of the Galleys of Sicily, whom the 
ardinal del Giudice, Viceroy of that Kingdom, has 
fent under Confinement to a Place 4 Leagues from 
Palermo, till the Pleafure of the Court be known, 
He ftands charg’d by his Eminency with having been 
wanting to fis Duty ; and the Articles alledg’d 
againft him being tran{tnitted to the Council of State, 
¢y have after deliberation {ent them to the King. 
The Duke of Berwick who went to Alcantara and 
Badajox to infpect the Magazines, and review the 
Troops, rettirn’d to Placentia the 8th inftant,and with 
him the Sieur de Puyfegur,and other French Officers ; 
The Duke Was acquainted the King, chat upon the 
Review he found the Troops in a very good Condi- 


tion,particularly the Cavalry. The King’s Regiment, 


the Qmeen’s, that of the Afturias, that of the Orders, 
and that of Milan, the Regittient of Irifi, thofe of 
the Spanifh and Flemith Guards, another come from 
Galicia, and three others from France, are incamp'd 
neacPlacemia. By ant Exprefs from Galicia we have 
Advice, that five large Portugueze Ships, laden with 
Provifions and Ammunition for the Garrifon of Viana, 
being driven by ftrefs of Weather into the Ports of 
Vigo and Bayona in Galicia, were feiz’d, and the 
Men 6n Board made Prifoners by way of Reprifal 
for the Seizuré of the Capitana from Buenos Ayres 
by the Portugueze. Letters from Lisbon advife, that 
the King of Portugal has made a Prefent to the Arch- 
duke of 12 fine Saddle-Horfes with rich Accoutre- 
ments, together with a Cafe of Piftols, a General's 
Staff, a Sword, anda Hiat-band, all enrich’d with 
Diamonds, &c. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 6. 

Bayonne, April 20. They write from Plafencia 
the 13th. thar continual Rains had fo fwell’d the Ri- 
vers, that they had overflow'd the Country in feve- 
ral Places, and made the Roads unpaffable ; which 
had retarded the March of the Troops, and kept the 
King there longer than he defign’d.

‘ Fields together at the foot of a Hill, or in a Plain 
‘ juft round a Village ; fo that when we Forrage, we 
‘ muft take a Compafs of i5 or 6 Leagues. All the 
* little Towns or Villages on the Frontiers, are 4 or 
* 5 Leagues diftant from each other, feparated by 
‘ Hills. There are High Roads made from Place to 
‘ Place ; but they are generally fo rough, that it is 2 
‘ days March for the Artillery from one Town to 
* another ; and there isa Neceflicy for our carrying 
‘ Forrage and Water} too along with us. The 
‘ Peafants not living {catter’d, the Villages are large, 
‘ almoft all of them are wall’d about, and fome of 
* them can not be attack’d without Cannon. )

Paris, May 3. The King of Spain was at Pla- 
fencia ftill the 20th of the !aft Month, but he had 
fent away his Troops to A/cantara, and was prepare 
ing to follow them himfelf ina few Days. The Duke 
of Berwick is to act onthe Tagus, the Marquefs de 
Villadarias is to command in Andalufia, and the 
Duke of Hiyar in Galicia, to divert the Enemies For- 
ces. They write from Madrid that the Archbithop 
of Sevill was commanded to retite to his Atchbifhop- 
rick. °Tis eonfirm’d that 5 Ships laden wich Corn, 
and Ammunitions, were driven by a Stotm into the 
Port of Vigo and feiz’d there ; but ’tis faid they weré 
bound from England to Portugal. A Courier is ar- 
riv’d from Spain, who ’tis rumour'd has brought Ad- 
vicé that the Duke of Berwick has entred Portugal 
atid is éncatnped with a Body of Troops at Caftel- 
branco. The Malecontents of Bifcay have taken 35 
Mules laden with Baggage for our Officers, in theif 
Paffage ftom Bidaffao towards Fontarabia The Duke 
of Grammtiont has taken leave of the King, and will 
fhortly fer out on;his Embaffy to Spain. A Courier is 
arrived from the Prince of Vaudemont with the 
the News that General Davia who advanc’d to the 
Lake of Como with 300 Imperial Horfe, was at- 
tack’d by fome Spanifh Troops, and oblig’d to retire 
towards the Country of the Grifons. A Courier 
from Breft has brougltt Advice, that the Count de 
Thoulvufe intended to putto Sea the 1ft or 2d of 
this Month. ‘he laft Letters from Dunkirk infor- 
nied us that 7 or 8 Frigates lay ready to fail with the 
firft fair Wind for Breft. 

Paré, May 5. The laft Letters from Spain make no 
mention of the Duke of Berwick’s having entred Por- 
tugal as was reported: but ‘tis advis'd, that the King 
of Spain had held a great Council of War in which 
it_ was refuly'd to open the Campaign the beginning
